It has 
been announced that the senate will be 
forced to pass it, andif this be true, the delay 
of. twenty-four hours will not hurt the 
chances of the measure. 

The house passed the rate regulation bill 
by a vote of 111 to 16. . It also advanced to 
third reading the bill giving authority to Chi- 
cago to sell. surplus electricity, having 
amended the bill in several particulars. One | 
amendment makes the measure “ harmless.” 


If it should be passed by both hotise and | 
senate and signed by the governor, Chicago | 


will 4nd that the power thus granted has 
been ‘greased. It will be like chasing a 
greased pig to take advantage of the author- 
ity which the legislature in its liberality and 
wisdom affects to give the city. 


‘Sell Surplus in Next Century?- 


. Chieago, according to the provisions of the 
amended bill, may sell its “surplus” elec- 
tricity to citizens when it is not needed to 
light streets. ‘Probably Mr. Ellicott can figs 
ure out how many centuries will elapse at 
the present rate of eée before all the 
streets of the city are adequately lighted.
